Crop Conditions in 


the Old Dominion 


The unseasonably cool weather that 


prevailed during the week was un- 
favorable for growth and planting, 
but considerable preparation of soil 
was accomplsihed. 
Light to heavy 


frost formed generally for the last five 
mornings; early reports indicate that 
the greater portion of the fruit was 
killed in a few northwest counties; 
less damage occurred progressively 
southward, but apparently there has 
been some damage well into the cen- 
tral portion of the state. Early pota- 
to^ are reported as having been 
heavily damaged in many eastern 
counties: potatoes, garden truck, al- 
falfa, wheat and practically all grow- 
ing plants in all sections were either 
somewhat damaged or adversely af- 
fected by the frosts. 
A few early 
strawberries are being marketed in 
the extreme southeast. Sweet potato 
plants are coming up and tobacco 
plants are apparently plentiful. Oat 
sowing is mostly finished but little 
corn has been planted during the past 
w eek.

The Leviathan h<is a police and fire 
department of its own and 60 mem- 
bers are on the payroll for such du- 
ties.The fact that the Leviathan is out 
of commission has not interrupted 
the service of the policemen and fire- 
men. 
They are still on duty day and 


night and will continue so until the 
great ship is again in commission and 
ready for sea. Then the number 
may be increased. 


The police and fire departments of 


the Levithan are under Chief David 
G. Mallen, retired patrolman of the 
New oTrk police force. 
Chief Mal- 


len is in Norfolk today to meet his 
wife, expected from New York, and 
'paid his respects to Chief Borland at 
headquarters. 


Chief Mallen said he has a force 


of 60 men. whose duty is to pro- 
tect the ship from fire and theft and 
to do general police and fire work. 
All are thoroughly families in fire 
drill and have a general knowledge 
of police work. Ohi»f Mallen said. The 
ship is under their surveillance at 
all times. 
The men work in shifts of four 


hours each, said Chief Malien. and 
it takes them two hours and 45 min- 
utes to make a survey of th« giant.

J. W. Carter, to whom a defi<C'i 
n't ho matter was le'i by thw ni.iyor. 
announced that he was not yet pre- 
pared to give a decision In tho cases. 
Warrants have been sw >tn out against 
several merchants who liavo one of 
he machines in question Installed in 
their places of business. One of the 
cases was set tor today but at conclu- 
sion of the arguments and contentions 
of the attorney, who represents the 
slot machine company and rren who 
operate them. Mr. Carter said that he 
would reserve his decision In the mat- 
ter until he could look further into 
the rase.

Many of the slot machines in ques- 


tion have been installed throughout 
the city. A nickel is inserted in the 
;lot an>l a package of mintg is re- 
ceived, 
also 
different 
numbers 
of 


checks good for a five-cent purchase 
of any article in the store. 
The ma- 


chines have been found to have a 
small window on the front which In- 
dicates the exact number of checks to 
se received e\en before the nicK«l is 
inserted. 
There Is no time that the 


person who plays gets less than a 6- 
cent package of mints for his money. 
This indicator makes the machine a 
legal device and is not regarded as a 
game of chance, according to the con- 
:entions of the merchants' counsel, as 
every peraon is able to see even before 
Lhey place the money into the slot 
what he or she is going to get. On 
the other hand, the police claim that 
getting the checks, ranging from one 
to twenty, induces a person to play 
indefinitely when otherwise they would 
purchase a package of mints and leave 
:he store. Several of the officers claim 
that they have found a few machines 
about the city which do not have an 
indicator on them. In theae instances, 
there is no doubt as to the law be- 
ing violated, as this is regarded a 
game of chance, but on the other hand 
•he machines which have an indicator 
a doubt exists as to the legality of 
their operation.

Jamea II.. and In lt» flay perhaps the 
most pretentious residence In tho city, 
t stands today just as It did In the old 
days, having been saved from threat- 
ened demolition by Granville G. Val- 
entine. Mr. Valentine bought the 
nouse and presented It to the Associa- 
tion for the Preservation of Virginia 
Antiquities In 1912, but by reason of 
lack of funds the organization could 
do nothing but lease it to an antique 
dealer. 
In 1921, Archer G. Jones leased the 
house from the Association for the 
Preservation of Virginia Antiquities, 
and planned to restore it by furnish- 
ing It with old colonial furniture and 
other appropriate material.

Virginia Fruit Loss 


Put At $7,000,000 


RICHMOND, April 27.—-Henry M. 
Taylor, federal agricultural Statistic- 
ian for Virginia, estimated today that 
Virginia fruit growers will probably 
suffer a loss in excess of $7,000.000, 
this year from cold wave and frost 
damage. 
Reports in hand from various parts 


of the state indicate that at least 50 
per cent, of the c^op has been kille'd 
bv last week's cold snap. 
The damage in the Piedmont belt is , 
apparently less than that in other sec- 
tions. 
Last year the apple, peach and pear 
crop was practically a total loss. 
According to Mr. Taylor, thi? is the 
first time since the establishment of 
the federal bureau of crop estimates, 
in 1899. that the fruit crop in Virginia 
has been materially damaged by frost 
two years In succession. He said that 
notwithstanding the heavy yield of 
fruit in 1928. the growers have made 
but little tJrofit since 1919, this being 
due to the fact that cost of produc- 
tion in 1920 resulted in a small net 
profit. 
The- method of protecting fruit in 
Virginia from the ravages of cold and 
frost have progressed no further than 
the experimental stage, he said. The 
use of Mnudgiag pots is more or less 
successful, but this method calls for 
such a heavy financial outlay that only 
a few of the growers have found it 
expedient to ad'opt the practice.

rain yards of the American Shipbuild- 
ing Co. Scores of ccean-going steam- 
ships were built here during the war 
period by the thousands of men In 
the shipyards. 
The federal reservation is a forty- 
three acre plot It is improved with 
paved streets electric lights and oth^r 
conveniences. 'The houses 'are well 
constructed, builders say. The en- 
tire project cost the government 51,- 
950 000. An appraisal recently made, 
however, fixed the vajue at less than 
$1.000,000.

In addition to the federal appropria- 


tion for the building of the addition 
the city of Lorain erected a large 
school building near the site. It now

At present about a third of the 
houses are vacant. A year ago thej 
shipping hoard started proceedings to 
evict many tenants for failure to pay 
rent.

NORFOLK. Va., April 2fi.—Freez- 


ing temperatures and heavy frost of 
last night practically wiped out the j 
bean crop in-Western Branch and i 
Deep Creek "istricts. 
Light frosts j 


Sundya ,-ind Monday mornings did j 
comparatively iittle damage, it is said, j 
but la-st night culminated in a degree 
of cold which carried the early beans 
by the board. 
Damage i*> estimated at from two- 


thirds to a total loss varying with th« 
proximity of the crop to salt water. 
Fields near the waterfront suffered 
less than those removed from it. 


Potatoes are reported to have been 


out down in a few sections by the 
frost, but this only means a setback, 
as the plants will send up new sprouts. 
It may mean a later crop than would 
otherwise have been the case and 
siightly smaller yield. 


Strawberry plants were still carry- 


ing some blooms, and these were kill- 
ed, but most of the fruit is already set 
in clusters and the frost will not hurt 
these. The result, however, is apt to 
be a shorter yield of berries. 


Apple and stone fruits are already 


formed and were not damaged by 
frost or freeze, it is believed.
